THE SPAN THAT WILL MAKE TWO CITIES ONE 

Work on the Brooklyn Bridge has been 
suspended for the winter.

The receipts for tolls 
are $1,415,634.33, being $41,498 less 
thaw last year, but the season is much 

shorter. — , , . 

A fall of snow, unprecedented since 

1861, has occurred in California. 

The great clock of the Heuses of Par¬ 
liament, London, has been misbehaving 
itself. It lost nearly one second last 
month, and consequently has been stop¬ 
ped for cleaning. The average variation 
of thiR clock does not amount to a quar¬ 
ter of a second in the year. 

Thecqew of the Loch Earn, which sunk 
the Ville du Havre, has arrived at Ply¬ 
mouth, England. They were brought to 
Plymouth by the ship British Queen, 
which took them off the Loch Earn, on 
the 29 th of November. The Loch Earn 
was then Binking. The crew of the Loch 
Earn say that shortly after the accident 
the captain and second officer of the Ville 
du Havre came on board the Loch Earn 
and did not try to save the passengers. 
The French crew exhibited great cow¬ 
ardice.’ 

Later .—A telegram from Glasglow 
states the captain of the Lock Earn in¬ 
formed his owners tliAt the charges re¬ 
flecting on the conduct of Captain Sur- 
mont, of tho Ville du Havre, are untrue, 
and those against the crew are exagger- 
ated. 

The differences between Castelar and 
Salmeronhave been settled. 

M. Palmeri has, at present exhibiting 
at Naples, a new metal thermometer pro¬ 
vided with an alarm bell which sounds 
as soon as sudden changes of temperature 
take place. 

The difficulty in southern Arabia, 
which threatened a conflict between Eng¬ 
land and Turkey, has been satisfactorily 
settled by the withdrawal of the Turkish 
troops and by the offer of sufficient guar¬ 
antees for the future from the Porte. 

A dispatch from Washington says : 
There is considerable feeling over the fact 
that the Spanish authorities in Cuba are 
having large numbers «f Remington 
rifles manufactured at Ilion, New 1 . ork. 
In the event of war with the United 
States, the attention of our authorities 
will be called to the matter, and some 
steps will be taken to prevent their de¬ 
livery in the event of hostilities. 

An attempt was made on Thursday 
night to burn the Virginius. 

A bill repeating all political disabili¬ 
ties for participation in the rebellion has 
passed tlie House by a vote of 141 to 29. 

A bill has been agreed to by the House 
Special Committee on Salaries, reducing 
the salaries of membess to $5,000. 

Professor Agassiz is very ill. 

The Phoenix silk mills of Paterson, 
New Jersey, resumed work on Monday. 
These mills employ 3,000 men. 

The father of Commander Reed, of the 
Kansas, residing at Lockport, has re¬ 
ed ven a letter from his son, in which he 
ravs he was compelled to run four days 
L :‘>re the storm, and when it subsided, 
was three hundred and fifty miles noi*th- 
east of the Bermudas, whither he pro¬ 
ceeded for coal. The Kansas is somewhat 
strained, but not permanently injured. 

The Kansas arrived at Santiago de 
Cuba on Sunday. 

During the absence of General Bur riel, 
the officer in command at Santiago de 
Cuba placed ninety-two of the Virginius 
prisoners on board of the Spanish frigate 
Bazan, and sent them to Cienfuegos. As 
soon as advices of tho act were received 
at Havana, the prisoners were ordered to 
be taken back to Santiago de Cuba. 

The official report of Commander Brame 
of the Juniata, states the crew and pas¬ 
sengers of the Virginius were executed 
under the order of Captain-general De 
Rhodas, and the findings and sentence of 
the court-martial were approved by Gen¬ 
eral Burriel. The trial was held on board 
of the Tornado, in a very secret manner, 
the accused were not allowed counsel, nor 
was the United States consul informed 
of the proceedings until the sentence had 
been passed. When Captain Fry and 
his crew were on the way to execution, 
a guard was was stationed in front of the 
United States consulate to prevent egress. 

The B.azaine trial was concluded ou 
Saturday with a demand for the Marshal’s 
degradation and execution. 

It is thought water will be let into 
the canal, and all of the eastward bound 
boats got through to tide water. 

The prospect in Cuba is brighter. There 
is a general disposition to submit to the 
action of the Government and to offer 
no resistance to the surrender of the Vix*-

Hftxlco Poat Office.—Who is in Fault ? 

Mr. Editor : — I noticed in your last 
issue that the Post Office officials bad 
kindly provided that letters could be 
sent to and from Oswego twice each day 
from the Post Offices at Sandy Creek, 
Pulaski and Mexico. 

This is a great convenience to tho bus¬ 
iness public. 

I understand that more than half of 
our letters from this Post Office are sent 
to or through tho Oswego Post Office. 

Many desire to send to Oswego in the 
morning and receive a reply the same 
evening; feither to the County Clerk’s 
office, to the banks, or to mercantile bus¬ 
iness men in Oswego. 

This convenience will be found to be 
of great importance as we become accus¬ 
tomed to it; not only in our correspond¬ 
ence with Oswego,but with Fulton, Syra¬ 
cuse and all other places. 

It is a matter in which our entire 
community takes very great interest. 

Thus we could send, for one cent, a 
postal card to any resident in Oswego and 
be certain that the mail carrier of Oswe¬ 
go would immediately deliver it to its 
destination and a reply be obtained the 
same evening. 

While if we lived in Oswego City it 
would require two cents for a drop letter 
so addressed. 

All who are thus accommodated are 
indebted for this convenience to the 
kindness and exertion of the Post Mas¬ 
ter at Oswego and the other places named, 
and to A. D. Sanford, Esq., the gentle¬ 
manly agent of the P. O. Dep., at Syra¬ 
cuse, as well as to the R. W. & O. RR, 
Go., who cheerfully offered to carry such 
additional mails without extra compensa¬ 
tion. 

Indeed, Mr. Editor, it is a pleasure to 
know that those who do business for the 
public, and expect profit from the public, 
are willing to reciprocate by extending 
to the public every convenience within 
their power. 

Reciprocal accommodation creates re¬ 
ciprocal obligation. 

But, Mr. Editor, the most marvelous 
fact in this matter of postal aacommoda- 
tion is that we in Mexico are excluded 
from the benefit of this arrangement. We 
are limited to the old method. If we 
wish to send a letter to Oswego, it must 
leave Mexico at 8 p. m., the answer re¬ 
turned the next day at 7 P. m. , and it any 
one wishes to write to us from Oswego, 
such letter can only leave that city at 6 
p. it., reach us so late that it cannot be 
answered in time to leave Mexico until 
8 p. M. of the next day, occupying two 
nights and detaining the reply from the 
Oswego correspondent until the third 
day after his letter was written.

course being taken. But in many cases, 
this is impracticablo and the only 
for such, without the Home, would be the 
alms-houses where they would be in dan¬ 
ger of sinking away into spiritual dark¬ 
ness and coldness of heart.

I will give some good advice concern¬ 
ing the marriage of deaf-mutes, as follows :

Second. When one of them is taken 
sick, gbe or he must take caro of her or 
him. 

Third. They must go to church every 
Sunday, and then they will be highly 

honored. j 

Fourth. They should advise their chil¬ 
dren to go to Sabbath School. 

Fifth. She or he must not go out of 
the house in which they live to 
take pleasure at night, except at 
churches, societies, parties, reading 

rooms, <fcc. 

Sixth. When they stay at home 
during every evening, they will bo hap¬ 
pier than when they go out. 

I have an inclination to think that 
there are moie deaf and dumb inhabit¬ 
ants in the great city of New York than 
in London,England,and more than inany 
other city in the world ; and there are 
more American deaf-mutes who attend 
school than foreign deaf-mutes who come 
over to America.

The pupils ami officers of the New 
York Institute received an invitation 
from the Preeiduiit of tho. American In¬ 
stitute Fair to visit th® objects on exhi¬ 
bition, and they accepted the invitation 
on Nov. 14th, the day before the Fail- 
closed. The day was very clear but cold 
and refreshing, and about the best benefit 
of the holiday was the nice and invigor¬ 
ating walk the pupils had to and from 
the Third Avenue cars. Among the 
many interesting objects on exhibition 
was A type-writing machine—a very 
novel invention. Jt is worked by keys, 
the same as those of a piano, and there 
are enough to represent the letters of 
the alphabet, the figures T, 2, 3, &c., 
dashes and punctuation points. Its 
working is very simple, and anybody 
with a knowledge of letters can work it. 
Its price is $125, but very probably, if 
it comes into general use, it will be sold 
much cheaper. If it is durable, and not 
easily got out of order, as we believe it» 
is, it will be a great Tavorite among busi¬ 
ness men, for it is a great labor-saving 
machine. With it an expert can write 
sixty words a minute, and a speed of 
one hundred words in the same time can 
easily be attained. It can wiite on any 
kind of paper and at any length—miles 
and miles of foolscap, if necessary. Be¬ 
sides, it is much cleaner than writing. 
By its aid a business man can write a 
a hundred letters in the same time that 
with a pen he could write ten. But it 
may not be used much for coi’respond- 
ence because, folks do neglect a printed 
letter so. For copying manuscript, *tc., 
it ought to come into genei*al use ; and 
if it does, a deaf-mute of quick intelli¬ 
gence will be just the man to work it. 
With half a dozen of these machines we 
could print a paper of respectable size, 
and issue it regularly without the aid of 
compositor, printer, proof-reader, fore¬ 
man or “devil.” 

It was not surprising that the man 
who said he was “deaf and dumb,” when 
the doctor behind him remarked thatthe 
*mall-pox patient was better, made for 
tbe door, jumped the fence, and disap¬ 
peared behind a neighboring bill. 

On Saturday evening, Nov. 15th, the 
Fanwood Literary Association had an 
exciting debate to find out which was the 
most useful to mankind, corn or potatoes. 
The debate waxed warm, and it was sur¬ 
prising the amount of argument that was 
brought to bear upon the question. When 
everybody was through, it seemed doubt- 
fnl which side would win, but the Asso¬ 
ciation decided that potatoes were the 
most useful, and they backed their de¬ 
cision by thirty-three majority.
